That they will lay down their arms without further effort would be 
too mach to hope; and the region they wonld probably select for 
their uext stand would be Central India, where we are Jeast prepared 
to attack them, and where, whatever the loyalty hitherto of the native 
potentates, on anti-British feeling is undoubtedly and dangerously 
stroug. But, apart from this probability — which is sufliciently 
obvious — we must remember that the irregular way in which the 
mutinous fire has broken out, hitherto, is itself a warning to us to be 
prepared for new difficulties, Only last mail we heard that new places 
were torched by the disorder—new points of anxiety were suggested — 
and it is safest to trust to the rein‘orcements now largely io the field and 
to the results of campaigas more extensive (they cannot be more 
brilliant) than those of our troops this summer. Hach day that the 
confasion lasts increases the work of “ order” to be achieved. It is 
with savages— savages all the more dangerous for a tincture of disci- 
pliue—that we have to deal; aud we must not confine our calewation 
within the limits of ordipary war, 

Meanwhile, in every bearing, religions or politieal—as it affects 
Government, as it aifects Europe, in a score of livhts of every 
colour avd every degree of inteusity—the Indian topie remaina the 
chiefooe. The doom of the old system of ruling India is come ; 
if fact alone ries clear out of the strife. But what the princi: les 
ov the form of the new organisation, is a question to which no answer

By more than one-half of the 
Mahometan population, beetuse, as every one knows po w-t-days, © 
faithin!” are divided into two great sects, the Sheahs acd the Soonies, 
who feel tumards each other, ia a religions point of view, much vs frnatical 
Vrotestauts and Roman Cathohes mutually do. ‘The Tarks are Soonies, 
the Persuins Shevhis—generaliy speaking, indeed, the western Mus-ulmans, 
from the pliratcs to the Atlantic, arr Soonies; the eastera from the 
Buplirates to Java, are Sheahs, These sects are sometimes styled Sonnites 
and Sehites, The former are distinguished by whie, the litter by red 
turbans, 

The Mohurrim, as the festival is called, searcely pastes over in Ludia 
Without coutcets between the two great parties—between those who regard 
the deaths of Hassan and dlusein as barverous murders on the one side 
(that is the Sueahs), aud those who, on the other, look upon them as 
having been usurpers, and lawfully put to death by the true bead of * the 
fo hii” —the reigning caliph. These latter are the Soontirs, 

Oo the first day oo the Mohurrim, in the larger cities, the Molaine- 
tan population appears to be sucdenly snatched away fro all interest 
and employment in the affairs of earth, The streets are des: red, every 
vee is shal up in hes house, mourning with Ins family, Ou the seeond, 
again the streets are erowded; hat with people io mourniis attire, 
porvding along the thoroughfares in funeral procession to the tombs set 
up here and there as tributes of respeet to the memory of Lassin and 
Hosein. ‘These tombs are representations of the mausoleum at Kerbels 
or M: shed, on the bauks of the Euphrates, in which the two cuvis were 
Daried. 

The author of the “ Private Life of an Eastern King,” describing the 
celebration of the Mohurrin at Lackoow beto e the aunexatiou, says:—

Sfis elder bro her was an influen- 
tial Republican, and ater promoting the Revolution of USSG, suffered a 
rosecution for attacking Lows Philippe’s Government. While the 
Bake was thus ocenjied inthe arena of polities, the inture Gene ral was 
serving in the army, which be lind entered on receiving a commission 
from the Poiytectinic School. In 1828 he held a command in the Freneh 
expedition tothe Morea. Returning to France, we find him in 1880 in 
garrison at Arras, where, ax atterwirds at Metz, he openly avowed bis Re - 
mblican sentiments, Tn consequence of this conduct, he was sent by the 
Puiserament into hovourahie ostracism in Atrica, where he gained great 
distinetion in the Algerine wars. [In IS47 he succeeded Lamor cere ia 
the command of the province of Oran, aud in the foriowing year was pro- 
moted to the Governor-Generalsiap of Alperia, Here te signalised his | 
command by great firmerss and judgment, until he was chosen a delegate 
to the National Assemby for the two departments of Lot and Seive.

Cavaignac 
was put forward by the moderate and respectable Republicans. The re- 
sult, it will be remembered, was as follows:—For Lonis Napoleon, | 
5,534,520 votes; for Cavaignac, 1 148.302; fur Ledrn Rollin, 871,431; 
for Raspail, 36,964; for Lamartine, 17 914; for Chansarnier, 4,687 ; for 
sundry other candidates, 12434; the total vumber ef voters polled being 
TAL ATI. On laying down his extr vordinary powers, Cavaignac re. 
ceived the thanks ot the National Assembly and the conpliments of his 
successor,

She set ovt, accompanied by her infant son, four years old, a relative of 
her own, and a relative of General Cavaignae, for the Tours railway 
station, Madame Cavsignac, who had come in her own carriage, had it 
placed on a raiiway track, ond thus she proceeded to Pans, sittiog by the 
side of the corpse dressed in er-inary clothes—tie clothes in which he 
died —as & living man. She o!ten took the body on her kuers avd wept 
over it. On arriving in Waris ehe proceeded to the Generai’s town resi 
dence in the Rue de Londres, where she fitted up their bed-room as a 
chapelte ardente with candles and biack cloth, 

‘The fuceral of General Cavaignae took place en Saturdsy ina manner 
so quiet, compared with what was very generally expected, that it might 
almost be called private. There had been a talk of 12,000 troops being 
ordered to line the streets, and it was thought that there would be at least 
as much excitement in Paris as there was on the occasion of the interment 
of Béranger. Lnstead, however, of a great milit ivy display, there was only 
on foot just the force allotved by the rules of the servicer to pay the last 
honours toa general of civision The neehbourhood of his house, No. 
29, Rue de Londres, was certainly crowded asthe hour for the funeral drew 
near, bu! not excessively #9. Bodies of police provented any obstructions 
in the line of the procession, A mass with musie was performed at the 
chureh of St. Touis a’ Antin, to whieh only those furnished with tickets of 
invitation by the tumily were admitted. When the corpse entered the 
cemetery of Montmartre, the mourners of the family orly were allowed to 
follow immediately. “A few monutes later, two or three hun: red persons 
with tickets were admitted. The reat of the followers, the a mberot whieh 
may perhays have swollen to 8,000 or 10,000, were not allowed to euter. 
They dispersed without the slightest disturbance. 

The body was interred in the family vault, where lie the remains of the 
General’s mother, and his brother, Godefroy Cavaignac.

She will carry twenty large boats on deck; some of them are new 
patents, on most ingenious principles, to which we shall refer hereafter. 
In addition to these she will also carry, suspended aft of her paddle-boxes, 
| two small screw steamers LOU feet long each, and of between sixty and 
| seventy tons burden. ‘These wili of course be raised and lowered by small 
| auxiliary engines, several of which will be fixed on board for working 
pumps, hoisting sails, weighing anchor, &c. Both the little screws will be 
kept in all respects pertectly equipped tor sea, and used for embarking and 
landing the passengers with all their luggage, Xc., alongside the wharf or 
pier, whichever it may happen to be. ‘his will be onerous service, for the 
Leviathan is fitted to accommodate 800 first-class passengers, 2,000 
| second-class, and 1,200. third-class—in all 4,000 passengers; or, if 
eroployed iu the transport of troops, she ean carry, it is said, 10,000 men.

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ACCOMMODATION FOR PASSENGERS. 

The separate compartments into which the “hotels” for the accommo- 
dation of passengers are divided, are as distinct from each other as #0 
many differeat houses; each will have its splendid saloons, upper and 
lower, of sixty feet in length; its bed-rooms or cabins, its kitchen and its 
bar; and the passengers will uo more be able to walk from the one to 
the other than the iuhabitants of one house in Westbourne ‘Terrace 
could communicate through the parti-walls with their next-door neigh- 
hours. The only process by which visiting can be carried on will be by 
means of the upper deck or main thoroughtare of the ship. We are not 
using figures of speech when we compare the space which is contained in 
the new ship to the united accommodation afforded by several of the largest 
hotels in London, She is destined to carry 800 first-class, 2,000 second- 
class, and 1,200 third-class passengers, independently of the ship’s comple- 
ment, makinga total of 4,000 guests, Hach of the small first-class cabins is 14 
feet by 10}, and 7} feet high. ‘Ihe largest are 15 feet by 11, and 7} high, 
There are whole streets and squares of such apartments as these, opening 
out into saloons, whi-h of themselves afford as much space as the main 
deck or a line-of-battle ship of the present day. 

The saloons, together with the sleeping apartments, extending 
over 350 feet, are located in the middle instead of “ aft,” according to the 
usual arrangement. ‘The advantage of this disposition of the hotel depart- 
ment must be evident to all those who have been to sea and know the ad- 
vantage of a snug berth as near as possible to the centre of the ship, where 
its tranverse and loagitudinal axes meet, and where of course there is no 
motion at all, The passengers are placed immediately above the boilers 
and engines ; but the latter are completely shut off from the living freight 
by a strongly-arched roof of iron, above which, and below the lowest iron 
deck, the ooals will be stowed, and will prevent all sound and vibration 
from penetrating to the inhabitants in the upper storeys. As the engine 
and boiler rooms are separated from each other by bulkheads, in exactly the 
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same manner as the saloons, « peculiar arrangement has been made to con- 
nect their machinery without interfering with th
